G ladiol 


Gladioli are rightly given first consideration in 
selecting bulbs for summer gardens. Indeed, if you 
grew no other summer flowers except successive 
plantings of gladioli you would still have a long sea- 
son of colorful garden bloom, as well as a plentiful 
reservoir of beautiful cut flowers. Their wide color 
range includes shades of nearly every color in the 
spectrum. They may be grown among perennials 
and annuals or in beds by themselves and they 
should be planted in profusion so as to assure a 
constant supply of bloom. 

The following selected list includes the better re- 
cent introductions as well as the best of the older 
varieties. All bulbs are top-sized and high-crowned. 
Shipment is made in April and early May, and bulbs 
planted then are least troubled by thrips. However, 
bi-weekly plantings for successive blooms may be 
made up to July |.

The large white, amaryllis-shaped blossoms of 
hymenocallis, or Peruvian Daffodil, are carried on 
strong stems from two to three feet tall. They are 
deliciously fragrant. The foliage consists of long, 
broad spears of rich green. For successive bloom 
the bulbs may be planted at two-week intervals 
from late April to mid-June. They are lifted in Oc- 
tober for winter storage in a dry place of medium 
temperature. They grow vigorously and increase

Suberous Rooted Begonias 


For busy summer gardeners with problem shady 
areas tuberous begonias are ideal. Richly colored 
flowers often measuring five to six inches across, are 
freely produced right up to cool weather, when the 
tubers are lifted for winter storing. The dark green 
foliage is attractive in itself and the spectacular 
blossoms make beautiful table decorations when 
floated in a shallow bowl. 

Tuberous begonias like from half to nearly full 
shade and good, loamy soil not thickly matted with 
roots. They need plenty of air so avoid planting 
them under trees or shrubs which sweep the ground. 
No summer care is needed except watering in very 
dry weather. 

The tubers may be planted outdoors about mid- 
May or potted in March or early April for trans- 
planting outside about June |. Blooms naturally 
come earlier from plants started indoors.

New Hope can be reached from the 
New York area by N. J. Route 29. From the Philadelphia 
vicinity, Pa. 232 and Pa. 263—U. S. 202 lead to New Hope. 
It is an easy two-hour drive from midtown New York and 
about an hour and a quarter from downtown Philadelphia. 
The map inside shows the location of our gardens. 


Blooming times vary with the season but fall approximately 
into three periods during each of which the gardens should 
be visited: 


1. April 1—April 20 for hyacinths, early bulbs and 
species tulips. 
2. April 15—May 5 for early tulips and daffodils. 


3. May 1—May 24 for tall May-fiowering tulips, 
scillas and late daffodils.
